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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1965 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
Mr.  Chairman,  Members, 


I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Fourteenth  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1965. 


The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimated  population  again 
showed  a fall  in  the  population,  even  greater  than  last  year,  110 
compared  with  70  in  1964.  There  were  twelve  fewer  births  and  34 
more  deaths,  with  an  increased  number  due  to  coronary  disease. 
There  was  also  an  increase  in  the  cancer  deaths  and  in  those  from 
cancer  of  the  lung. 

Apart  from  some  cases  of  measles,  there  were  no  epidemics 
during  the  year. 


I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  Mr.  Thomas,  The 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  Assistants  for  their  co-oper- 
ation in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department,  as  well  as  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Staff  and  the  Council  for  their  continued  interest  and 
support.

IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 


For  the  1 9th  year  in  succession  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred 
in  the  District,  but  a few  cases  still  occur  in  the  country,  so  parents 
should  ensure  that  their  children  are  protected  by  innoculation. 
This  can  be  obtained  free  from  the  Family  Doctor  or  at  the  Local 
Infant  Welfare  Clinics. 

During  the  year  the  majority  of  children  were  given  a triple 
antigen  containing  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus,  but 
a few  received  a quadruple  antigen  for  Whooping  Cough,  Diph- 
theria, Tetanus  and  Poliomyelitis. 
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A few  received  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  combined  or  Whoop- 
ing Cough  and  Tetanus.  The  remainder  who  had  previously  been 
vaccinated  against  some  of  these  diseases  received  Diphtheria  or 
Tetanus  or  Whooping  Cough  alone.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Comprehensive  Water  Supply  Scheme  was  virtually  com- 
pleted during  the  year  under  review,  and  a network  of  ’mains, 
carrying  an  adequate  supply  of  wholesome  water,  now  traverses 
the  length  and  breadth  of  your  northern  rural  area. 

Perhaps  the  next  important  step  is  to  ensure  that  the  best 
possible  use  is  made  of  this  Scheme,  and  that  the  maximum  number 
of  properties  are  given  the  opportunity  of  enjoying  it. 

In  particular,  I would  again  respectfully  remind  you  of  the 
unsatisfactory  conditions  still  prevailing  in  the  village  of  Ffairfach. 
The  supply  to  certain  parts  of  this  village  has  never  been  a satis- 
factory one,  and  has  always  given  cause  for  concern.  Unfortunately, 
there  was  no  alternative  until  very  recently.  Now  that  part  of  the 
Comprehensive  Scheme  traverses  the  village,  an  opportunity  pre- 
sents itself  to  remedy  matters,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  an  amicable 
arrangement  between  your  Council  and  the  Llandeilo  Urban 
District  Council,  whereby  the  supply  known  as  Maesifan  may  be 
dispensed  with,  will  shortly  come  about. 

Before  we  can  be  fully  satisfied  in  our  endeavours  in  the  Com- 
prehensive Scheme  too,  I believe  we  shall  have  to  spend  a fair 
amount  of  time  tidying  up  the  ragged  edges — looking  into  the 
question  of  long  extensions  to  properties — an  excercise  which  has 
already  taken  up  much  of  the  Council’s  time  and  thought-and, 
giving  further  thought  and  study  to  the  welfare  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  more  remote  hamlets,  which  are  still  isolated  from  this 
Comprehensive  Scheme. 

Nor  can  we  be  complacent  in  this  matter  until  approaches 
have  been  made  to  the  owners  of  properties  now  linked  to  and 
enjoying  the  Comprehensive  Scheme,  to  encourage  the  provision 
of  other  modern  amenities,  which  prior  to  this,  were  beyond  their 
reach  and  impossible  to  achieve.  In  this  respect  all-out  efforts  are 
being  made  to  encourage  such  owners  of  properties  to  dispense  with 
the  abominable  pail  closet  and  provide  in  its  place  a water-closet, 
with  a water-carriage  system  of  drainage  to  a septic  tank.  Already 
many  farms  and  country  cottages  have  moved  in  this  direction, 
and  it  is  now  no  longer  cause  for  amazement  to  find  installed  in 
such  habitations,  water  closets,  baths,  constant  hot  and  cold  water 
and  so  many  other  modern  amenities,  which  not  so  long  ago  were 
but  a hazy  dream  and  the  envy  of  the  country  dweller.

DRAINAGE  AND  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 


During  the  year  under  review,  complete  sanitary  surveys  were 
carried  out  in  the  following  villages  in  anticipation  of  sewerage 
schemes  being  approved  in  the  not  too  distance  future— Caeo, 
Farmers,  Llanfynydd,  Penybank,  Llandeilo,  Manordeilo,  Pum- 
saint,  Nantgaredig,  Cothi  Bridge  and  Derwydd. 


In  addition  to  the  above  surveys,  reports  have  been  submitted 
in  support  of  proposed  sewerage  schemes  at  Llanwrda,  Cilycwm, 
Llansadwrn  and  Rhandirmwyn. 


With  the  recent  completion  of  the  numerous  minor  sewerage 
schemes  in  the  South  Sanitary  District,  this  part  of  your  area  is 
abundantly  served  by  public  sewers,  and  only  the  more  isolated 
pockets  of  habitation  now  lack  this  important  service. 


During  the  year,  every  effort  has  been  made  to  ensure  that 
owners  of  properties  on  all  the  Council’s  Sewers  make  use  of  this 
service  by  providing  for  their  respective  properties  water-closets  to 
replace  existing  earth-closets  and  a satisfactory  system  of  house 
drains  connected  to  these  sewers.  Our  efforts  in  this  direction  have 
proved  most  fruitful,  and  in  all  323,  earth  closets  were  replaced  by 
water-closets  and  184  additional  dwellings  were  provided  with  a 
modern  bathroom.

The  figures  shown  in  the  above  summary  table  illustrate  the 
nature  of  the  work  carried  out  in  this  field  and  indicate  the  extent 
of  the  problem  within  your  area.  The  number  of  complaints 
received  during  the  year  was  rather  higher  than  for  previous  years, 
but  the  surveys  carried  out  did  not  indicate  any  excessive  rise  in 
the  rat  population. 


This  is  a problem  where  team  work  is  most  essential,  and  in  this 
respect,  I refer  to  team  work  between  neighbouring  authorities.  I 
am  perfectly  satisfied  with  the  manner  in  which  you  have  dealt 
with  this  problem  for  the  past  twenty  years  and  the  efforts  which 
have  been  made  to  cope  with  this  menace  within  the  Council’s 
area  is  something  which  I am  proud  of. 


Unfortunately,  rats  are  no  respectors  of  local  authority  bound- 
aries; they  are  carefree  and  indiscriminate  in  their  choice  of  haunts. 
And  until  all  local  authorities  accept  and  appreciate  that  this  is  a 
major  problem  requiring  firm  and  constant  action — a major  prob- 
lem which  endangers  both  health  and  economy— then  all  we  can 
hope  to  do  is  to  hold  the  rat  population  at  its  present  high  level, 
fotal  annihilation  or  even  marked  reduction  cannot  be  envisaged 
until  all  local  authorities  really  pull  their  weight  in  this  matter 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES 

Two  further  premises  were  registered  during  the  year,  bringing 

the  total  of  premises  registered  under  the  Act  of  1963  to  37. 

Thirty-five  of  these  premises  were  inspected  during  the  year 
and  required  improvements  and  several  of  these  are  already  in  hand. 

Generally  the  conditions  prevailing  in  these  premises  are  good 
and  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  92  employees  distributed  through- 
out these  premises  is  well  and  fully  maintained. 


(a)  Management 

With  the  increase  in  throughput  which  has  taken  place  in  your 
four  private  slaughter  houses  over  the  past  few  years,  it  has  become 
necessary  more  than  ever  before  to  ensure  that  the  Slaughterhouses 
(Hygiene)  Regulations  and  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention 
of  Cruelty)  Regulations  are  strictly  observed.  When  one  considers 
the  enormous  number  of  regulations  which  govern  these  establish- 
ments, it  is  obvious  that  defaults  in  one  or  more  of  these  must  be 
common.  I have  always  accepted  this,  and  when  such  defaults 
occur,  I have  always  endeavoured  to  rectify  matters  by  simple 
instruction,  advice  and  kindly  persuasion. 

One  one  occasion  during  the  current  year  however,  these 
methods  which  I have  always  adopted,  failed  miserably  and  I had 
no  alternative  but  to  recommend  to  you  that  legal  proceedings  be 
instituted  against  the  owners  of  this  particular  slaughter  house.  The 
owners  at  the  court  hearing  were  found  guilty  on  all  counts  and 
fines  imposed  amounted  to  £80. 

(b)  Meat  Inspection 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered 
within  your  area  during  the  year  under  reveiw,  from  21,635 
slaughtered  in  1964  to  22,925  slaughtered  in  the  current  year.  A 
hundred  per  cent,  inspection  was  achieved.

OTHER  FOODS 


The  supervision  of  food  premises,  including  mobile  shops,  has 
been  pursued  relentlessly  throughout  the  year,  and  although  serious 
lapses  in  applying  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  were 
encountered  in  a few  such  premises,  the  general  picture  is  a very 
satisfactory  one  throughout  your  area.  For  the  most  part,  I have 
found  that  handlers  of  food  are  becoming  more  and  more  hygiene 
conscious;  they  take  kindly  to  advice  and  seem  always  pleased  to 
co-operate. 


As  already  suggested,  however,  occasions  have  arisen  from 
time  to  time,  when  all  kindness  in  the  world  has  failed  to  enlighten 
just  a few  of  your  food  handlers,  and  although  I have  not  deemed 
it  necessary  during  the  year  to  advise  the  institution  of  legal  pro- 
ceedings against  these  continual  offenders,  it  has  been  necessary  to 
warn  them  in  no  uncertain  terms  of  the  consequence  of  continued 
resistance  to  our  efforts  to  promote  and  maintain  sound  and  hygienic 
food  premises.  This  action  has  had  the  effect  at  least  of  promoting 
better  conditions  for  the  time  being,  but  I shall  be  vigilantly 
watching  these  premises  during  the  coming  months,  and  unless  the 
occupiers  can  satisfy  me  that  they  are  making  a real  effort  to  mend 
their  ways  and  to  provide  a safe  and  hygienic  service  for  their 
customers,  action  will  be  taken  against  any  such  offender. 


Many  food  handlers,  even  in  the  better  establishment,  have  still 
not  grasped  the  importance  of  protecting  foods  from  risk  of  contam- 
ination. Vegetables  are  still  exhibited  for  sale  stored  at  ground  level. 
It  is  sometimes  argued  that  most  vegetables  are  peeled  and  boiled 
before  consumption  and  that  danger  from  contamination  is  negli- 
gible. But  not  all  products  receive  this  treatment — for  example — 
lettuce,  in  any  case,  it  is  a point  of  law  that  foods  must  be  stored  at 
least  eighteen  inches  above  ground  level,.  More  to  the  point  perhaps, 
what  customer  would  purchase  any  article  of  food  in  a shop  a second 
time,  were  they  to  see  such  foods  fouled  by  dogs  or  cats?  This 
should  prove  the  point  to  owners  and  managers  of  food  premises, 
that  sound  hygienic  practice  apart  from  necessity,  also  keeps  the 
till  ringing  with  money  from  satisfied  customers. 


There  is  also  carelessness  often  in  the  storage  of  open  foods.  Un- 
wrapped bread  and  cakes  particularly  should  be  well  protected  not 
only  from  flies,  dust,  sneezing  and  coughing— but  from  the  hands 
ol  possible  purchasers.  On  no  fewer  than  twelve  occasions  durino- 
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the  yeai , have  I had  to  draw  attention  of  food  handlers  to  this 
aspect  of  food  hygiene. 

On  this  subject  of  risk  of  contamination  of  foodstuffs,  I have 
suggested  to  several  occupiers  of  food  premises  that  their  pets  should 
have  no  access  to  this  part  of  the  premises.  Cats  seem  to  be  the 
particular  pet  involved,  and  these  should  be  trained  to  sleep  on  the 
kitchen  hearth  and  should  never  be  allowed  to  stretch  out  on  the 
apples,  tomatoes  or  peaches  or  any  other  food  product  for  that 
matter.

In  addition,  thiity  standard  grant  schemes  were  completed  and 
these  qualified  for  grants  amounting  to  £ 2,799 . 


IMPROVEMENT  AREAS 


During  the  year,  a pilot  scheme  was  embarked  upon  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1964  relating  to  imp- 
rovement areas.  The  area  chosen  for  this  excercise  was  Bonllwym. 

In  all  78,  properties  were  inspected  and  it  was  found  that  only 
7 of  these  were  tenanted  properties ; the  owners  of  these  properties 
were  sympathetic  and  co-operative,  and  will  in  due  course,  I 
believe,  improve  these  properties  without  compulsion,  to  the  full 
standard. 

The  excercise  was  an  interesting  one,  but  one  upon  which 
comment  is  required :- 

1.  In  principle,  none  will  disagree  with  the  aim  of  the  provisions 
of  the  Housing  Act  1964,  in  relation  to  compulsory  improve- 
ment grants. 

2.  To  properly  adminster  these  provisions,  however,  within  your 
area,  will  prove  an  impossible  task  with  the  staff  available. 

3.  The  pilot  scheme  referred  to  dealt  with  a relatively  small  area 
(areas  comprising  up  to  300  properties  are  envisaged  in  the  Act), 
and  the  preliminary  work  alone  entailed  a considerable  amount 
of  work,  both  in  the  field  and  in  the  office. 

4.  In  as  much  as  this  Council  has  an  excellent  record  in  the  field 
of  improvement  grants,  I would  respectfully  suggest  that  the 
relative  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act  1964,  be  implemented 
only  in  so  far  as  they  apply  to  dwellings  outside  improvement 
areas,  i.e.,  to  take  appropriate  action  for  the  compulsory  imp- 
rovement of  dwellings  outside  improvement  areas  where  any 
tenant  makes  representations  to  you,  indicating  his  desire  to  be 
provided  with  the  standard  amenities. 
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SLUM  CLEARANCE 


Further  satisfactory  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in 
eliminating  unfit  houses  throughout  your  area.  As  will  be  appreci- 
ated, this  is  a duty  which  must  of  necessity  be  regarded  as  a long  and 
arduous  one.  Excellent  as  your  record  is  in  this  direction,  it 
would  take  a very  astute  and  brave  man  to  forecast  how  long  it 
will  take  to  rid  your  area  of  all  such  unfit  houses.  Action  in 
this  direction  is  continuous,  but  as  these  houses  are  duly  dealt 
with  so  additional  houses  are  falling  into  the  unfit  category, 
despite  our  determined  efforts  to  prevent  this. 

Nevertheless  progress  in  this  field  is  extremely  good,  and  I am 
well  satisfied  with  the  results  achieved.  For  the  period  1961-65,  you 
informed  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  that  you 
estimated  that  100  unfit  houses  would  be  demolished  or  closed, 
whereas  in  fact,  you  cleared  in  this  period  153  such  dwellings. 
During  the  current  year,  2 unfit  houses  were  demolished,  17  were 
closed  and  5 were  rendered  fit  for  human  habitation,  making  a 
total  of  24,  unfit  houses  cleared.
